WASHINGTON, July 2% —Announce- 
ment was made today at the White 
House that Theodore Brent, vice chair- 
_man of the Shipping Board, had ten- 
dered his resignatio: but that it has 
not been acted .pon by President Wil- 
son. 

In his letter Brent said he agreed with 
Denman, the resigned chairman of the 
beard, in his controversy with Major- 
General Goethal®, who, up until yester- 
day, was the manager of the Emergency 
Fleet Corporation. 

Reac Admiral Washington L. Capps, 
chief constructor of the navy, is in 
charge of the Emergency Fleet cor- 
poration as successor to Major-General 
Goetha!s whose resignation was accepted 
by the President yesteraay. The nomi- 
nations of Edward N Hurley of Chicago 
as chairman cf the Shipping Board, to 
succeed William Denman, whose resirc- 
nation was requested by the Presid.wt 
yesterday, and of Bainbridge Colby, as 
a member of the board to succeed Cpt. 
John B. White of Kansas City, were be- 
fere the Commerce Committee of the 
Benate today for action and confirma- 
tion for Hurley was recommended. 
Aotion on Colby, who was one cf the 
leaders of the Progressive party, was 
delayed. However, no serious opposition 
to him is expected. 

“We must build ships, not talk about 
thom,’ declared Hurley, in outlining his 
plans. “American labor, the most skill- 
ful and intelligent in the world, can 
turn out the ships tn record-breaking 
time, and we are going to buckle down 
and get busy.”’ 

Trouble From Start. 

Virtually from,the start of the trouble, 
it has become known, Denman did not 
have the full support of the board for 


his wooden ont Pe BIORIWD.. Donald and 
Stevens consistently supported Gen 
Goethals, but Vice Chairman Brent and 
Capt. White stood with the chairman. 
After he had offered his resignation a 
month ago on account of ill health, 
Capt. White returned to Washington in 
time to cast the deciding vote against 
the Goethals building program. 

Gen. Goethals’ announcement of this 
program furnished the cause for a defi- 
nite split between him and Denman. 
Much of the Goethals plan was the ori;- 
inal program proposed by the Shipping 
Board, but Denman is said to have re- 
sented the fact that the General in mak- 
ing it public declared he would proceed 
without consulting the board. 

The President's order conferring the 
powers given ‘y Congress authorized 
the board to operate ships and the cuor- 
poration to build them. Gen. Goethals, 
reinforced by a letter from President 
Wilson which declared he would not he 
hampered, took the order to mean he 
would have a free hand. Denman, with 
a letter from the President which he 
thought charged the Shipping Board 
with responsibility for the expenditure 
of the funds supplied by Congress, 
promptly blocked the General's plans. 


Difficulties Develop. 

Difficulties then developed thick and 
fast and another letter went from the 
White House to Gen. Goethals. It called 
the General to account for announcing 
hig program without firet consulting the 
board and made it clear that he was no- 
in supreme charge of the building pro. 
gram and must not proceed without the 
approval of the Shipping Board. 

In reply the General wrete a letter ot- 
@ fering to resign and declaring he ha‘ 
_ been given to understand previously by 
the President, the Shipping Roard ana 
“all others concerned that he was to 
have absolute authority. 

The Goethals program, which includes 
commandeering ail private shipping un- 
der construction and the building of two 
Government-owned shipyards, for put- 
ing together fabricated steel ships, un 
Goubtedly will be adopted almost as it 
Stands. Denman already has forced 
changes which will reduce the cost of 
ships to be fabricated and the State MDe- 
partment is behind hie position that the 
United States should ~equisition Br'tisn 
ghips building in American yards.

Meanwhile details of the machinery 
for actually calling accepted men into 
service and sending them to mobiliza- 
tion camps are being worked out. Pro- 
vost Marshal General Crowder alreadv 
has ruled that the claim of the army 
atlaches to any registered men as soon 
as the ‘\.~] selection board has posted 
him arf are--v ed: 

Sulj-.t to Military Law. 

From that time on, unless exempted, 
he will be subject to military law anc 
the articles of war. Failure to appear 
wher c lied will bring the military 
forces of the Provost Marshal General 
in search of the missing man and he 
will be tried for any violation of regu- 
lations by a courtmartial This ruling 
was necessary to enforce prompt com- 
pliance of all accepted men with army 
orders. 

It appears probable that accepted men, 
when the mobilization order for the new 
army is given, will be first assembled in 
their selection board headquarters. Their 
cistribution among caaton nents, Gen 
Crowder said today, would be governed 
by two rules—first, the section of the 
law requiring that they be assigned, us 
far as practicable, to duty with troops 
from their own State; and, secondly, the 
lecation of th enearest cantonment, to 
reduce the transportation problem as 
much as possible. 

No Second Draft This Year. 

No informati has reached Gen. 
Crowder indicating that there will be 
any need during the present year to 
summon a draft in addition to the 687,000 
men now called for. 

Estimates to cover expenses of a 
second increment have been submit- 
ted, it was pointed out, because al! 
these expenditures must be made in 
advance of a call, to have equipment 
and quarters ready. 

With physical examinations about 
to begin, the record of the civil war 
draft becomes interesting. At that 
time 25.77 per cent of the men called 
up were rejected for physical defects. 
There is no reason tv expect, it is 
said, any material increase in that 
factor. 

Exemptions for industrial or simi- 
lar reasons, aS well as exemptions 
because of dependent relatives, enter 
an unexplored field. 

Few Errors in First Report. 

The final master list of the draft 

shows a few errors in the unofficial re- 
port of the drawing already transmitted 
throughout the country by the press 
Including all the adjustments found nec- 
essary in correcting the official list to 
make up for numbers that were read 
upside down, or were misread, and a'so 
all errors in transcription in the ‘rush 
of teh drawing and the haste tu get the 
figures to the wires, there are less than 
two score variations between the list 
compiled by. the Associated Press anJ 
the master sheet. 
The surprise of the official! record is 
the fact that the missing number indi- 
cated by the drawing of a blank cap- 
sule as number 10,004, was located as 
serial number 5794. It was placed last 
in the master sheet and becomes liabil- 
ity number 10,500. Number 2780, drawn 
as number 10,498, was found to be dupli- 
cated and was stricken out. 

No allowance is to be made in the 
draft quotas for voluntary enlist- 
ments of the past few days, unless 
executive orders lowering the num- 
ber of men to be called in the draft 
shall be issued. Army officers say 
they have been directed to raise 
687,000 men and will do so, regard- 
less of the number of vcluntary en- 
listments, unless the orders to them 
are changed. 


Only 40,000 men are needed to fi}] 
the regular army ranks to war 
strength, and reports ind@pate that 
the number of voluntary enlistments 
in this service in the last week wil] 
run well up into the thousands, but 
the men called in the draft who are 
not needed for the army, militia or 
the new National Army, will be used 
as a reserve force 

The draft call provided for 500.900 
men for the new National Army and 
187,000 to be distributed between the 
militia and the regulars. No pro- 
vision was made for losses in the 
ranks of the regulars at the front. 
If these run as high as 10 per cent 
a month, as army men believe to be 
possible, every man called in the 
draft can be utilized despite the high 
number of enlistments. It is proba- 
ble that draft reserves will go into 
camp with the new army, although 
seme of them may be assigned to and 
drilled with the regular forces. 

Officials of the Marine Corps an- 
nounce that they will accept for en- 
listment any man called tn the draft 
up to the time his number is posted 
for examination.

PETROGRAD, July 2%.—The line of 
the southwestern front is approximate- 
ly that occupied after Gen. Brussiloff's 
drive last summer, except at Tarnopol, 
where the enemy succeeded in pushing 
further into Russion territory. The rate 
of the latter town was virtually decide 
with the Germans holding the sul- 
urb just across the Sereth River With- 
in casy gun range. 

The Germans chose the junction 
point of the seventh and eleventh 
armies before beginning their offen- 
sive the first blow being struck be- 
tween Zboroff and Pebako on a 20- 
mile front. Without great effort, as 
admitted in the Russian official com- 
munications, they pursued their ad- 
vance to the line of the Sereth. This 
uncovering of the Russian positions 
south of Tarnopo!l forced a retiremert 
all along the, diagonal! line souahwest- 
ward, cutting the Strypa and Zlota Lipa 
to Halicz and the Lomnica. The Rus- 
sians have been obliged to retire to 
the right bank of the latter river. 

One of the first results has been a 
general agitation for the restoration of 
the death penalty for insubordination 
in the army and for treasonable con- 
duct on the part of agitators. Gen. 
Korniloff, commander on the south- 
west front. issued orders to all sub- 
ordinate commanders to open fire on 
deserters and troops refusing to obey 
orders. Premier Kerensky has sanc- 
tioned the effort to restore discipline. 
Many Mazimalists to whose agitation 
the demoralization of the troops is d}- 
rectly attributed have been arrested. 

The official statement issued yester- 
day said: 

“Southwest of Dvinsk our detachments, 
aftér strong artillery preperation, occu- 
pied German positions on both sides of 
the Dvinsk-Vilna ratiway. After this 
success. entire units, without any pres- 
sure by the Germans, voluntarily re- 
turned to their original trenches. A 
number of these units refused to carry 
out military commands during the bat- 
tle. 

“Detachments of the Twenty-fourth 
Division, the Tulsky, Lovitsky and Sa- 
raosky regiments, and the ‘Battalion of 
Death,’ acted hereitcally and, as at other 
points, the gallantry of the officers was 
noteworthy. Their losses were large. 
The chief of the division, Gen. Doljen- 
nov, is suffering from gas poisoning. 

‘In the direction of Vilna and north 
of Krevo the enemy delivered a num- 
ber of counter attacks and occupied one 
height north of Bogush, which we cap- 
tured July 72. Heroic exertions by the 
officers was required to restrain the 
men from withdrawing to the rear in 
great numbers. 

‘In the region of Zagorbel—a suburb of 
Tarnopol—the enemy is delivering in- 
tense concentrated artillery fire. In 
the region of Mikulice. on the Sereth.

FREE RUSSIANS FACE DISASTER, 
ARTHUR HENDERSON DECLARES 


Member of English War Council Says 
Only Firm Hand Can Avert 
Tragedy for People, 
LONDON, July 25.—A great tragedy 
is being enacted in the life of the free 
Russian people, according to Arthur 
Henderson, member of the British War 
Council and represe-tative of labor, 
who has just returned from an extend- 
ed visit to Russia. He is co..vinced that 
unless the ..tuation is han*'ed with 
firmness, there must be disaster. Hen- 
derson said in an interview that th> 
difficulties of the Petrograd Govern- 
meit were such as no other Govern- 


ment ever experienced It was impos- 
sible to convey anything like an ade- 
quate conception of the extent to which 
the extremists dominated the life of 
the capital, demoralizing the army and 
navy, especially those units in close 
proximity to Petrograd. 

The true extremists, he declared, did 
not represent more than a small minor- 
ity of the population, but such had been 
the spirit of terror exercised, together 
with their destrictive influence over 
certain sections of the military forces, 
that they rendered 1 st-ble gove: ament 
Cifficult, if not almost ‘)s.ssible. 

Henderson considered tw most dis- 
astrous experiment of the _ revolution 
the relaxation of discipline in the army 
and navy and the association of those 
services with political and revolution- 
ary propaganda.

‘BULL RING’ GIVES TOMMIES 


FINAL FIGHTIN 


G ‘POLISH FOR | 


WARFARE IN THE TRENCHES 


British Soldiers Trained in Use of Bayonet, Scal- 
ing Walls and Hurling Bombs— Methods 
Change From Day to Day. 


By ARTHUR §. DRAPER. 
SOMz WHERE IN FRANCE, July 
25.—Every British soldier knows the 
“pull ring.” 
The veterans remember it as the 


place in France where the Sergeant-— 
Major's voice sounds like the roar of 
a lion's, where the drill masters con- 
sider their charges untiring. 

The “bull ring’ is the post-gradu- 
ate school of the British army, and 
its short course so strenuous its 
pupils pass up to their places in the 
trenches with a sigh of relief and a 
strong conviction they are off on a 
holiday. Or the course might be 
compared with the ~sho.. final pe- 
riod of exacting coaching in which 
“racing polish” is put on a boat's 
CF = . 

he “bull ring’ is only one of the 
several graduate schools run on sim- 
ilar lines. These are the places 
where the men are put through ordi- 
nary parade movements in close or- 
der, in open order, in bayonet fight- 
ing, musketry and bombing. There 
is not a vacant moment in which to 
be bored. 

In Sight of the Trenches. 

I spent a day in the “bull ring” 
and I have sharp recollections of tear 
shells and gas chambers, of a Tom- 
nry armed with a bayonet and gun 
facing a pantherlike Sergeant, who 
stabbed every part of his anatomy 
with an implement which looked like 
the handle of a mop, of a 250-pound 
Australian scaling a seven-foot wall, 
but I should want to be mighty fit 
before I enrolled in this school for 
the regular course. 

The “bull ring’’ is near enough to the 
firing line to have a certain war atmos- 
phere, emphasized as it is by the con- 
s.ant rattle of the machine guns and 
the sharp bang of the hand and rifle 
grenades: it is far enough back to make 
it an ideal spot for a health resort, 
which it really is, though the frerd- 
worked Tommy, taking the course, con- 
siders it at the time as anything else.

There are no frills there, no fancy stunts

Is Product of the War. 
The “bull ring’ ‘is one of the prod- 


ucts of the war. Lord French's original 
army did not go through the “bull ring,"’ 
and thousands of others who came later 
Lever took a course there before they 
went forward to face the real thing. But 
that was because time did not permit 
and the wave of field green was sweep- 
ing on to what seemed altnost certain 
victory. 

When the flood was dammed and the 
reserves on this side began to excaud 
the number needed dn the barrier, the 
“bull ring’ came into being as a place 
to put the finishing touches on the man 
who had undergone a long period of pre- 
liminary training in England. It was no 
longer necessary for the British War 
Office to send the men direct from the 
preparatory school out Into the world of 
strife. The “bull ring’ was the half- 
way house. After a time men were re 
called from the firing line and given ape- 
cial instruction in the “bull ring.”’ 

Conditions change daily in this war. 
A highly prized tnatrument of today may 

scrapped tomorrow. The beautiful 
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tralian holds the record for hurling a 


aeroplane of this week is a back number 
next. Constant improvements are being 
made. That is why wa. is so costly. 
Course Changes Frequently. 
Many of the instructors at the ‘‘bull 
ring’’ are officers, commissioned and 
noncommissioned, who have bee 
wounded in this war and are now not fit 
for fighting. There is a close liaison be- 
tween the front and the training camp. 
Any change in the fighting conditions 
brings about a quick switch in the tra..1- 
ing camp curriculum. The British sre 
quick to grasp these changes and to 


adapt themselves to the new requir - 


ments; they do not hesitate to aval 
themselves of the lessons taught by the 
enemy and to turn his weapon bac 
upon him. 

Some time ago I read a sharp criticism 
of the n'mber of machine guns in the 
Americ..n army, but, although the num- 


ber was who'ly inadequate, it was n>» 
smaller proportionately than that ox 
Britain’s original expeditionary force. 
But today theer is no shortage of ravid- 
fire guns in the Britisn army. If ther: 
had been it would have been absolutely 
impossible for Haig’s men to have 
worked forward from Arras and held 
their gains. 
Machine Guns Vital. 

The machine gunners, who rush for- 
ward and drop into a shell hole and 
mow down ranks of the oncoming en- 
emy, are a brave and clever lot of men. 
In their advanced position, wherever it 
be, they have to bear the full brunt of 
the counter-attack. A single machine 
gun nest often accounts for a whole bat- 
talion, and it takes a cool head and 
superb nerve to geep a mitrailleuse sing- 
ing when 1600 men are bearing down on 
the operator. 


There are a great variety of bombs, 
but one about the size of a baseball! is 
the favorite in the British army. In 
the “‘bull-ring’’ a special course is given 
for bombers. They go through all the 
manouvers of charging and _ hurling 
bombs at an imaginary enemy. Then 
the men are taught how to fire a rifle 
grenade, the angle at which it should 
be fired for the range desired. and the 
setting of the fuse, unless it happens 
to be a concussion grenade. An Aus- 


bomb. American baseball players in 
the expedition army may look with 
scorn upon the mark, but they will have 
more respect for the record when they 
try to threw over-handed one of these 
““pills’’ weig! tg three times as much 
as a baseball. 


In the machine-gun school, close by 
the ‘bull ring,’’ the men are taught the 
lessons learned in the latest fighting. 
They learn the fine points of their own 
weapon, they study gun emplacements 
and fire at targets at various ranges. 
Every member of a gun team comes out 
of the school a past master of his par- 
ticular jab. 


Before leaving the machine gun 
operators and the bombers some- 
thing must be said about the gas 
and tear shell drille. In the “bull- 
ring’ there is a large chamber con- 
taining gas. Through this the men 
are ordered to pass after they have 
become thoroughly acquainted with 
their respirators. 


Wore a Mask for 17 Hours. 

I met a young soldier the other 
day who was on leave from the Ar- 
tas front. He told me he had worn 
& gas mask for no less than seven- 
teen consecutive hours. 

The tear shell is cn annoying but 
not serious instrument of warfare, 
unless a fragment of it happens to 


hit one. The sharp fumes stab aed 
eyes as if they were being pierced 


by red hot needles, but the effect 
s00n wears off. 

Every American soldier is famil- 
lar with wall scaling, and the “bull- 
ring” offers little new in this line. 
Day after day the men are trained, 
until finally they go over the wall 
almost with the skill and agility of 
a high jumper. 

There is no more interesting de- 
Partment of the training camp than 
that devoted to trench building and 
mine crater. defences. The soldiers 
are taught how to build a trench, 
where to place machine guns to com- 
mand a trench, how to put up wire 
entanglements and how to get 
through them. 

The bayonet is still a handy weap- 
on in close conflict. In the “bull- 
ring” is a Sergeant-Major who is the 
last word in the handling of a bay- 
onet. He is a short, chunky Scots- 
man with a deep chest and powerful 
voice. He is as quick as a cat and as 
strong as a lion. He is a comDina- 
tion of wrestler, boxer and jiu jitsu 
expert. And above all he knows how 
to teach. 

Instructor Weilds Mop Handle. 

First he demonstrated how to make 
a straight thrust, then an uppercut to 
the jaw, then how to withdraw the bay- 
onet from the body of the enemy, and 
finally the way to parry his own of- 
fensive methods. He used a mop handle 
en his opponent and then permitted his 
cpponent to tackle him with cold steel 
No fencer could cut, thrust and parry 
quicker than this little Scotsman, who 
taught from experience gained in actual 
battle.

The advantages of completing training 
before leaving for the :ront were recog- 
nized early in the war, and the system 
has grown from that of imparting a lit- 
tle technical knowledge likely to be of 
value under the special conditions at 
the front to an essential branch of the 
soldier's education. This short, but im- 
portant course of t:ac:ng is designed 
partly to maintain a he. dex er cf dis- 
cipline and physical fi.ress au.d -irtly, to 
insure that a sufficiently high scandard 
of efficiency is reached before the men 
leave for the front. 

Provide for All Emergencies. 

It is usually found that the accuracy 
of musketry shooting is good, and sub- 
sequent musketry instruction is of a 
technical or theoretic nature, consisting 
ot fire airection and control practices, 
rapid loading and aiming, the necessity 
tor which the war has justified probab'y 
more fully than any other branch of 
training. 

After this preliminary work, instruc- 
tion is developed .n two main directions: 


That of maintaining physical efficiency }. 


and accustoming men ‘o some extent to 
the exertions which will be required of 
them, and that of supplying them with 
certain technical or special) knowleuge 
which will be of service to them under 
conditions prevailing at the front. 

Bayonet fignting also plays a part in 
this section of their training. The war 
has revolutionized our ideas of the use 
of the bayonet. In the old days there 
were those who regarded it as a weapon 
who-e uses had passed, but there prot- 
ably —re few at the front today who re- 
gard the bayonet in that light. 


Old Methods Again in Vogue. 
The e#vecial conditions of trench wer- 


fare have necessitated much technicul 
trainina in weapons which are either 
new or modifications of appliances for- 
merly thought obsolete. The grenade has 
come into its own again, and that we1)- 
on is now a very effective smal! arm in 
the hands of the infantry. Gas aiso has 
become a contingency to which men 
must be accustomed during their train- 
ing. and trench engineering and allied 
subpects call for apecial instruction. 

Gas is more dangerous to the mora'e 
of the troops than to their actual safe- 
ty; and a demonstration of its harm- 
lessness, if the right steps are taken to 
counteract it, does much to disarm tho 
gas attack of its worst terrors. The 
men are also taught how to put up wire 
entanglements, f_ll sand bags and a va- 
riety of other work.

EAST ST, LOUIS ASSESSES 
FREE BRIDGE AT $6,001,155 


Proposed Levy Against Structure in 
Illinois Will Be Contested 
as Illegal. 

Assessments of $6,001,155 instead of 
$3,000,000, as first announced, have been 
levied against the Free Bridge by As- 
sessor George H. Moore of East St. 
Louis. This discovery was made yvester- 
day by City Counselor Daues when he 
appeared before the Board of Review 
of St. Clair County to ask for a reduc- 
tion of the assessment. 

The proposed taxes on the bridge in 
East St. Louis would be about $180,000 
a year, Daues learned. 

On the east highway approach of the 
bridge the assessment is $3,000,195." The 
railroad approach is essessed at $3,000,- 
960. Daues conteni?s that under the Il- 
linois statute the highway opproach 
would be exempt, as its uses is free to 
pedestrians and vehicles, and that the 
railroad approach would be assessable, 
if at all, only after it is completed and 
in operation. 

The tax East St. Louis is attempting 
to collect is equal to 5 per cent on an 
investment of $3,600,000, or half the cost 
of the entire structure. The interest on 
the bonds on the $3,000,000 expended on 
the east approaches of the bridge rep- 
resents an additional annual charge of 
$120,000, and the maintenance will be 
about $50,000 a year. 

City Counselor Daues has engaged an 
East St. Louis firm of attorneys to con- 
test the proposed tax imposition.

attac by a submarine was unex- 


pectedly demonstrated to an Associated 
Press correspondent today while trav- 
eling on one of the modern oil-driven 
torpedo boat destroyers from England 
to France. 

The correspondent had been taken 
aboard the destroyer for the purpose of 
observing British methods of combat- 
ing the submarine menace, when the 
Procai was, suddenly a¢*cked by a sub- 
Marine, a torpedo m.ssing it by a scant 
six feet, thanks to the vigilance and 
quick action of the crew. 

The destroyer was one of a certain 
number which were convoying in the 
usual manner some large transports 
carrying British troops to France. The 
group of ships was half-way across the 
channel when suddenly one of the look- 
outs saw a pair of twin periscopes rise 
for a moment a bit out of. the water, 
a half-mile away. They were gone the 
next instant, but almost before they 
had gone came the shout “submarine on 
port bow,’’ accompanied by a shrill call 
of warning on the destroyer's whistle 
and the fluttering out of the flag which 
notified every other ship in the convoy 
of the enemy’s presence. 

Things Begin to Happen. 

On every ship things began to happen 
more quickly than the telling. Guns 
were swung in the direction from which 
the periscope had been seen, ready to 
speak if the periscope appeared again. 
Torpedo tubes likewise were swung into 
line and the numerous anti-submarine 
devices along deck were in the hands 
of their skilled expert crews. 

But even while this was being done 
came the torpedo, clearly visible from 
the deck; its gleaming brass body glis- 
tening in the bright sunlight, its pro- 
pellers sending it with express train 
speed straight toward the destroyer. 
Something was wrong with the mech- 
anism of this torpedo, for it should have 
traveled 12 or 15 feet below the surface. 
Instead, it came bounding along in plain 
sight now and then leaping out of the 
water like a flat stone in a skip over 
the surface. 

Even thus it might have found its 
mark but for the presence of mind of 
the #-year-old coxswain. He had been 
first to sight the periscope and had 
rushed immediately to an emergency 
lever, whereby he instantly stopped the 
| port engine, thus swinging the ship with 
a lurch to the left. The torpedo whizzed 
through the water six feet behind the 
stern of the destroyer, gradually lessen- 
ing speed as-it sank into the swirl of 
the engines, indicating that its possi- 
bilities for mischief were nearly done. 

Except for the coxswain’s action in 
twisting the ship from its course, tlie 
missile would apparently have made a 
square hit in the stern magazine. 

Wireless Sends Warning. 

Meanwhile the wireless was at work 
notifying the hundreds of wireless sta- 
tions in all directions that the sub- 
marine was near. 


“We sighted a submarine on the port 
bow just after blank buoy, 2:0 p. m. 
Torpedo passed just behind our stern. 
We are proceeding with our convoy.” 
said the Captain's message. It was 
caught simultaneously ashore and on sea 
by a hundred vigilant operators. ‘The 
destroyer’s Captain, according to his 
orders must not leave his convoy to 
seek out and attack the U-boat. Others 
would attend to that. Already the; 
were gathering for the chase, trawlers, 
chasers, drifters, destroyers. Even a 
dirigible airship had caught the wireless 
call and with the quick turn of a sea- 
gull was swooping down to the pur- 
suit. 

The transports and destroyers, al- 
though fairly confident that the U-boat 
would scarecly dare show herself again, 
even for a pot shot, were nevertheless 
taking every precaution. Every ship 
was at full speed, oil burning destroy- 
ers constantly protecting their charges. 

The whole attack occupied bare sec- 
onds. Convoy and charges were out of 
range in a few minutes at the most. 
Nowhere had there been the slightest 
panic of flurry, but movements of men 
and ships were made with almost auto- 
matic precision and peed. The ef- 
ficiency of the British naval man is the 
efficiency of clock work. Every cog 
knows its place. There is no meddling, 
no interference, but a confident, rapt, 
efficiency which somehow demands the 
use of the adjective ‘“deadiy.” 

Twenty minutes later the transports 
were safe in their port of destination 
and the destroyer convoy was off again 
30 miles an hour down the coast to its 
next appointment. 

Meanwhile the business of seeking out 
the enemy was going on in the fleet of 
submarine hunters which had gathered 
around “blank buoy.” Just how the 
work was done and just what was its 
result, it ie not permitted to tell.

CANADIAN 
COMMONS PASSES 


Government Has Majority mm 
Senate and Adoption of Meas- 
ure There Is Assured. 


OTTAWA, July %.—The conscription 
bill passed the House of Commons yes- 
terday by a majority of & It now 


goes to the Senate, where its speedy 
enactment into law is assured by the 
presence of a substantial majority sup- 
porting the Government. English- 
speaking conservative members voted 
solidly for the bill and 22 of the En- 
glish speaking Liberal supporters of 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier broke away and 
voted for the Gevernment measure. The 
remainder of Sir Wilfrid's followers 
voted with him against conscriptior, 
und they were joined by five French 
members, who were elected to support 
the Government. 

The vote for conscription was almost 
entirely English, and, the vote against 
it was very largely French. 

Before the vote was taken an appeal 
for the measure wa3 made by J. G. Tur- 
riff. a Leberal member, whose only son 
was killed in France. He opposed sub- 
mission of conscription to the people 
by either referendum or general election, 
because, he said, it would be defeated 
by the votes of slackers whd had failed 
to respond to the call for volunteers. 
Chief Liberal Whippardee declared for 
conscription and coalition Government. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said it was a new 
thing for a quss ion to divide both po- 
litical parties at one time, that it was 
admitted conscription would be defeated 
if submitted to the peopre, but the Gov- 
ernment was prepared to carry the 
measure by its parliamentary majority 
and apply it to the country by coercion. 
The country was facinw a cleavage 
which, if ‘“‘not checked might rend and 
tear Canada the the very rootsa’’ A 
letter had been read from Gen. Curry, 
commander of the Canadian forces, 
asking for more soldiers. 

Sir Whlfrid said ne wished the re- 
sources of Canada would allow the 
sending of not merely half a million, but 
a million men, but it was a question of 
how many men could be taken from the 
nation without imperiling the tndustry.

The 1400 buildings will cover a tract 
of 1000 acres, near Fort Sam Houston. 
Of these, 300 will be barracks. There 
will be 180 barracks of maximum capac- 
ity, 200 men each, and each will be two 
stories high. With 100 men to each 
floor, the large barracks will house 
36,000 men, leaving only about 4000¢-men 
to occupy the 120 smaller houses of one- 
story construction. 

All auxiliary buildings will be separate 
from the barracks which they serve. 
This arrangement was planned for the 
sake of sanitation. For health’s sake, 
too, the barracks are locatec. that 
their occupants will get the _ fresh 
breeze: if there are any odors, the pre- 
vailine wind will caryvy them away fron: 
instead of toward the sleeping quarters 
of the citizen soldiers. 

Each building will have sewer connec- 
tion with the city system. City water 
from artesian wells will be supplied 
wherever it is required; the city will be 
drawn upon for electric lights, and a 
telephone @xchange will connect with 
the city’s system. 

The old encampments were muddy 
when it rained and dusty when it was 
dry. In wet weather or dry, one may 
traverse the streets of Camp Wilson 
without discomfort or embarrassment. 
The thoroughfares will not be mere 
roads: they will be streets in the modern 
sense of the term, 21 miles of them, 
graded and treated to withstand travel 
and the elements. On a base of crushed 
rock and gravel, a prepared topping will 
be placed, and the streets are to be 
maintained with scrupulous core. If 
there was ever a ‘spotless town,’’ Camp 
Wilson will be one.

NEW YORK, July %.—The World to- 
day prints the following from its Wash- 
ington Bureau: 
‘‘Nine American officers who accom- 
panied Gen. Pershing to France and 


made a tour along the western front 
returned to Washington today, prepared 
to submit a report to the General Staff. 
These officers represented virtually 
every arm of the service. Thev were 
sent with Gen. Pershing to make first- 
hand observations and to come back 
immediately to the (Capital that they 
might give the War Dapartment detailed 
reports on conditions \in the trenches 
and outline the principal reeds of the 
allies. 

“The group went to the War Depart- 
ment upon reaching here and then went 
to the War College, where they started 
a series of conferences with Brigadier- 
General Joseph Kuhn, head of the col- 
lege, and his assistants. 

“Despite the fact these officers, or at 
least most of them, /have studied every 
move of the war from long distance and 
were supposed to have a fairly clear 
idea of the situation, they announced at 
the War Department that they had no 
conception of the situation until they 
had followed the line of the trenches 
from Switzerland to the sea. 

Astounded at Conditions. 

“They admitted they were astounded 
at conditions and that virtually all of 
their preconceived notions were faulty. 
According to the observers, the Ger- 
man line on the western front is virtu- 
ally impregnable, as far as the present 
alignment. of forces is concerned. The 
allies cannot budge this line unless they 
receive tremendous assistance from thie 
United States. 

“There is no evidence whatever that 
the backbone of the German empire is 
about to be broken because of interna] 
dissensions or shortage of foods. 

“The allied officers on the front admit 
freely that they cannot break the Ger- 
man line with their present force. 

“Temporarily, at least, Germany is in 
tne ascendancy in, the air. There are 
at present approximately 5,000.009 French 
and British troops in France and they 
are facing approximately 3,000,000 Ger- 
mans. Behind this force Germany has 
4,200,000 reserves. Of this number 2,000,- 
000 have been called out to meet the 
anticipated spring drive beginning on 
March 1. The other 2,290,000 will be called 
to act as the third line. 


Looking to United States. 

‘The officers reported that they had 
been informed repeatedly that the al- 
lies are looking to the United States for 
the greatest kind of help, and unless 
this country meets their expectations it 
is useless to hazard an opinion upon the 
time when the war may end.

PROFITABLE SYSTEM BY * 
BELLEVILLE PAPER SAYS 


WHICH NEWARK SHARES IN 
STREET RAILWAY EARNINGS 


——— 


City Gets 5 Per Cent of Gross Receipts; Com- 
pany Pays Car License, for Paving, Sprink- 
ling and Snow Removal Along Its Tracks. 


NEWARK, N. J., July %.—Ten days 
ago the Public Service Railway Co., 
which owns all the street railways sys- 
tems of Newark and Essex County, and 
in addition, nearly all of the important 
systems in New Jersey, presented to the 
Comptroller of this city its check for 
the amount of $199,948. This sum repre- 
sented, according to the company’s 
method of computing, 5 per cent of the 
gross receipts‘of all its lines from pas- 
Senger traffic within the city limits, for 
the year ending Apri! 30 last. 

This payment was made in compli- 
ance with an agreement, embodied in a 
city ordinance passed in 1891 by the 
Common Council, under the terms of 
which the then operating street railway 
companies bound themselves and their 
successors to pay this proportionate 
share of their gross earnings to the city. 
The consideration was permission grant- 
ed by the city to the companies to use 
the overhead electric trolley system as 
@ motive power for the operation of 
their lines. Since this agreement has 
been in effect the aggregate of the pay- 
ments made to the city has been ap- 
proximately $3,000,000. The yearly pay- 
ments have increased in amount con- 
sistently, with but two exceptions, 
throughout the life of the agreement, 
which is perpetual! as to its tenure. This 
year showed an increase of about $22,000 
over 1916. 

Lines Are Merged. 

Soon after this agreement was promul- 
gated the city charter was amended 
end the Board of Street and Water 
( smmissioners superseded the Common 
Council in the control of the streets ani 
public works gerierally. This board re- 
enacted the ordinance, maintaining the 
Same conditions with respect to the 
payment of the privilege tax of 5 per 
cent. In the meantime all the street 
car lines had been electrified and the 
older method of horse motive power hal 
disappeared. Also the local lines had 
all been merged into one system and 
operated by the Consolidated Tracticn 
Co. No further changes have been 
made in the agreement, while the Con- 
solidated gave way to the North Jersey 
Street Railway Co., and that, in turn, 
to the Public Service, which has owne’ 
and operated the lines since 1902. 


The 5 per cent payments are of the 
nature of a special obligation upon the 
railway company. The money so paid 
goes into the city’s contingent account 
and is applied, along with other reve. 
nues, to the reduction of the annua! 
tax levy, and so is a direct benefit 
the taxpayers. 

These payments are not in Heu of 
any other obligation o fthe company, 
which in addition ts assessed upon all 
of its taxable property, real and per- 
sonal, pays an annual license #10 per 
car) for every far employed in the 
local service, pays the cost of all 
atreet pavings and repavings where 
is lines extend, for the space between 
the tracks and one foot additional on 
either side of the tracks, pays for the 
watering of the streets where its 
lines are and shares with the city the 
cost of snow removal on thise streets. 

The agreement would not be termi- 
nated in the «vent of the abandonment 
of the overhead trolley system, as pro- 
vision is made for its continuance if 
other forms of motive power should be 
installed. The Public Service, through 
original grant or succession, controls 
perpetual franchise rights in about ail 
the valuable rtreets of the city. It is 
so intrenched t. reason of these rights 
that it is perfectly safe from competi- 
tion from any other railway company, 
as there is no field left in the city for 
such exploitation by a rival concern. 

The 5 per cent payment is guaranteed 
to the city by another process. There is 
a State law which requires railway com- 
panies using the streets to pay 5 per 
cent of their gross receipts to the mu- 


io 


nicipalities. This act had its beginning 
in 19%. It was inspired by the success- 
ful operation of the Newark agreement. 
The statute first passed called for the 
payment of 2 per cent of gross receipts 
by all companies using the pubiic 
streets to the municipality wherein such 
use was enjoyed. This city Was pro- 
tected as to its 5 per cent agreement by 
a clause in the act which provided that 
where such agreements existed the 2 per 
cent franchise tax was to be deemed to 
be in part payment of the local agree- 
ment tax. 
Amount Is Increased. - 

This law covering all street using 
utilities, including gas, electric, water, 
telephone and telegruph companies, not 
municipally owned and operated. It 
countinued unchanucd until 199% when 
a supplement was passed providing that 
street railway companics should there- 
after pay at a graduating percentage 
of gross receipts, one-half per cent A 
year until it reached 5 per cent, when 
it should remain atationary. The maxi. 
inum was reached in 1911. 

Meantime, until this year, the fran- 
chise tax on other utilities remained 
stationary at 2 per cent. The Legis- 
lature of this vear emended the law on 
the same basis as the act of 1906; that 
is, it provided that al! other utility 
companies should pay on a graguating 
scale of 1 per cent a year until the 
tax shall amount, for the business of 
1919 and thereafter, to 5 per cent. From 
all these franchise ‘tax, obligations, the 
railroads and canals of the State are 
specifically exempted, they being taxed 
under other laws. 

The companies have always paid the 5 
per cent on the basis of track mileage. 
Many of the lines cross the city line 
into adjacent municipalities. No process 
of prorating the number of passengers 
riding on these interurban roads within 
and without the city, or the relative dis- 
tance ridden in and out of the city, 
was ever: attempted. The rule estab- 
lished merely pro rated the length of 
tracks of each line lying within the city 
limits to the whole length of the line, 
and the city has received for its share 
56 per cent on the business, proportioned 
arbitrarily, according to the relative 
trackage distances. This was a con- 
stant cause of controversy and friction 
between the city and companies until 
the State franchise act superseded the 
local agreement, in effect, at least. That 
act specifically fixes track mileage as 
the basis of tax payments, but it also 
provides that the apportionment with 
respect to interurban lines shall be on 
the additional basis of the value of the 
railroad property in the streets of each 
municipality in which they are oper- 
ated. 

As an outgrowth of the controversy 
over the tax basis, the city and the rail- 
road company are now in court. The 
city contended that the companies were 
required under the agreement contained 
in the ordinance to ascertain the exact 
amount of earnings from actual traffic 
within the city. Several methods, some 
of which, it was claimed, would at least 
approach scientifiC exactness, were pro- 
posed as being more fair to the city. 
The track mileage basis fails to pro- 
vide for short or intermediate runs of 
cars. Thus, if a trip is made wholly 
within the city on a line that extends 
twice the distance outside the city, the 
5 per cent is computed not on the city 
run but on the entire length of the line 
and the city gets paid only in the pro- 
portion of one-third, of the earnings of 
the run.

WASHINGTON, July 2%.—The shipping 
row, whicr was settled yesterday with 
President W'] ~:’s requést for the resig- 
nation of Chai:man Denman of the 
Federal Sripo'ng Board and his ac- 
ceptance of the resignation of Major- 
Genera’ Goetaais, general manager of 
the Emergency Fleet corporation, is dis- 
cussed in *he correspondence made pub- | 
lic at the White House. 

Goethals’ Letter to President. 

Gen. Goethals’ letter of July 2 to the 
President follows: 

“I beg to acknowledge your letter of 
July 19 and wish to express my appre- 
ciation of the considerate manner in 
which you have stated the conclusions 
which you have reached. 

“In the project for the rapid emer- 
ships dated 
March 2%, 1917, and approved by you on 
April 4 last, it was stated that: ‘To se- 
cure the speed of production, which :s 
all-important, we feel that the task of 
securing and equipping these ships 
should be put in the hands of one mano 
Centralized control is essential for rap- 


id and efficient work.’ 

“It was on thi- understanding on my 
part that ~ undertook the work at your 
request. This understanding was sub- 
sequently confirmed, not only when I 
took up the matter with the Shipping 
Board, but at the hearings before, the 
subcommittee of the Committee on Ap- 
propriations of the United States Sen- 
ate, where it was stated that I was ‘to 
have absolute and complete authority 
for the administration on the construc- 
tion side; that everything the board 
could do would be done, and that it 
would act on my suggestion and initia- 
tive.’ 

“These assurances were placed much 
more clearly before the members of the 
Subcommittee on Appropriations of the 
House. 

“The necessity for shipping makes ‘t 
imperative that results be secured 4s 
rapidly as possible. It is results, by 
whomever obtained, which count after 
all, and nothing should be allowed 
interfere with the accomplishment of 
this end. I have endeavored to estapb- 
lish harmonious” relations with the 
Shipping Board, but regret to state 
that I have not succeeded, and it seems 
impossible to secure the unison of pur- 
pose essential to the success of this 
work.

Centralization Necessary. 

“Believing that a centralization of 
power in one man is neces8ary to carry 
cut the shipbuilding program rapidiy 
and successfully, after mature consid- 
eration of the whole subject, I am sat- 
isfied that I cannot secure efficient re- 
sults under the conditions of your let- 
ter. 

“T am convinced, therefore, that the 
best interests of the public welfare 
would be served if I wére replaced by 
someone on whom full authority can be 
centered and whose personality will not 
be a stumbling block. It is my urgent 
hope that this solution will commend 
itself to vou and in order that the work 
may be delayed as little as possible by 
a change. if vou deem it wise, I shall 
be glad to continue in charge until my 
successor can be selected and to re- 
main with him until he has thorough 
knowledge of the organization that has 
been built up and is able to familiarize 
himself with the work that has already 
been undertaken. 

“You are assured of my loval 
quiescence ‘n the directions given 
letter and al! future orders.’’ 

Gen. Goethals is eager to go to France 
as a part of the military organization. 
Although specially designated by the 
President for the shipbuilding task, he 
has remained on the retired list of the 
army.

T. W. Van Trump of Kansas Citiy, who 
was Dickey’s campaign manager last 
year, occupied an office in Republican 
headquarters last fall, and it is charged 
by the anti-Dickey crowd that he dom- 
inated the State organization, and used 
it to advance Dickey's cause. 

Charges will also be made that Babler 
and Hukriede “laid down" on the con- 
test filed by former Judge 
against Frederick D. Gardner. Some of 
the Republican leaders declare that in 
consideration of the withdrawal of their 
Support from the contest, Babler and 
Hukriede expected to be able to con 
trol the appointment of Republican 
members of State boards. 

It has become known that one reason 
why the Stifel-Howe-Koeln faction sup- 
ported Mayor Kiel in the primary elec- 
tion last spring was to win his support, 
and the support of his followers away 
from Babler and Hukriede in the State 
organization. Mayor Kiel lined up with 
Babler and Hukriede last year in the 
fisht to nominate John EB. Swanger of 
®4§atia for Governor. The anti-Dickey 
crowd conceived the idea that’ a cor- 
tinuation of the fight on Kiel would 
cause the Mayor's crowd to retain its 
alignment with Babler, Dickey and Huk- 
riede, and enable the Dickey influence 
to continue in control of the State or- 
ganization. 

The nomination of Dickey for United 
States Senator last year was expected to 
reeult in a thorough organization of the 
State and a very large campaign fund. 
Dickey is a millionaire sewer pipe man-. 
ufacturer in Kansas City, and he has 
been active in politics for many years. 
The reports of the treasurer of the Re-, 
publican State Committee do not show 
that Dickey made any big contribttion 
to the fund. It is said that he raised 
a considerable sum of money among 
eastern manufacturers. It was believed 
also that his influence would be suffi- 
cient to get a very large contribution 
from the Republican National Commit- 
tee. The Republicans raised a campaign 
fund of $90,000 and spen: about $5000 more 
than that.

HELP OF AMERICA NEEDED 


Resources of Allies in U. S. Were 
Nearly Exhausted When This 
Country Joined Them. 


LONDON, July 2.—Moving in the 
Jiouse of Commons a vote of credit for 
£650,000,000, ($3,250,000,(00) the largest war 
credit yet asked for, and bringing 
Great Britain’s expenditure ‘o the co- 
lossal total of £5,292,000,000, ($26,460,000, - 
(60) Andrew Bonar Law, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, gave startling figures of 
the amazing growth of Great Britain's 
financial burden in the world war, and 
emphasized from the financial view- 
point the great impcrtance of the United 
States entering the v2 It gave as- 
furance, he said, that the allies would 
not be deprived of victory through lack 
of money. 

The House was astonished to learn 
that Great Britatn’s advances to the 
allies and dominions had reached the 
huge total of mors than_ £1,000,000,000, 
$5,000,000,000.) The Cally was expendi 
ture, although it shows a substantia] 
improvement over the figures given on 
May 9, when Bonar Law asked for the 
ast war credit, sti'l approaches $35,- 
000,000, daily and exceeds the budget 
estimate by $5,000,090 daily, but com- 
paring with the last 77 days with the 
first 35 days of the financial year, the 
expenciture showed a reduction of %.,- 
600,000 daily. One increase in army ex- 
penditure was due to the fact that 
casualties were lower than last year. 


Advances to Allies 
Expregrsing his disappointment at the 


necessity of such larze advances to the 
allies, the Chancellor referred to the 
British standpoint >f unselfish gener- 
osity in regarding the whole entente al- 
lied cause as one, and explained that 
the cost of all the «supplies for the al- 
lies produced in Great Britain during 
the war had been defrayed by England, 
and that previous to the entarnce of 
America into the war much of the sup- 
Plies to the allies produced abroad also 
had been paid for in England. 

Ih an interesting reference to 
United States, Bonar Law said: 

“When America entered the struggle 
we realized that a great change had 
come over the allies’ financial strength. 
President Wilson was slow, and, in my 
fudgment, rightly slow, in bringing his 
country to the voriex of this terrible 
war, but, having come in, he has shown 
by his speeches in the cleareat way 
that he is determined to throw the 
whole weight of ths nation he heads 
into the scale. I am sure that, although ‘ 
naturally it takes time to make the fi- 
nancial arrangement needful in a war 
like this, the President and the greut 
nation he represems will deal in this 
matter with the same gpirit of generos- 
ity, or rather, or realization of wha‘ 
the whole issue means—that has been 
shown by England, and that we can 
rely on receiving in the United States 
resources which are necessary to pay 
for supplies of all kinds required by 
the allies in America. 

“Indeed, it is ap open secret that we 
spent so freely of our resources that 
those available in America had become 
nearly exhausted when our great ally 
entered the struggle, and, obviously the 
extent to which supplies of all kinds 
can be obtained in the United State« 
will depend.largely on the eabilityefor 
I am sure of the good will—of the 
American Government to meet the de- 
mands that will be made upon it by the 
allies.’’ 

Saloniki Expedition Discussed. 

After Reginald McKenna, forme: 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, spoke, 
warning the Government of the abso- 
lute necessity of curtailing all unneces- 
sary expenditure to prevent the dan- 
gerous inflation of prices, the main 
feature of the general debate was 
strong criticisms of John Dillon and 
others of the Saloniki expedition. Dil- 
lon, referring to rumors that Servia 
was intending to make a separate peace 
with Austria, and demanding that that 
Government say whether Servia was to 
be deserted, declared that. the British 
army in Saloniki had been demoralized 
by 18 months of inaction in pestilentia] 
surroundings. 

Lord Robert Cecil, Minister of Block- 
ade, replying, characterized Dillon's 
charges as being absolutely untrue. He 
said there was no intention whatever of 
receding from the pledges for the full 
restoration of and reparation for Ser- 
via. While declining to reveal the Gov- 
ernment’s plans, he said he would re- 
state its war aims: 

“Austria is not our chief enemy. Ger- 
many is, and must be, our chief enemy. 
Tl.» broad principles we are fighting for 
are these: First, that we should s: 
by our allies; second, we are fighting 
for a stable settlement, for a sound and 
satisfactory peace; not a conquest or 
mere domination, but on some national] 
principle. as far as might be, which 
would secure that settlement. When 
arrived at, it should be free from 
change and alteration in the future. 

“Personally, I wish to see how far 
President Wilson's proposals can be 
made practicable for barriers against 
future wars. The Government's desire 
for the destruction of German militar- 
ism is only part of its general purpose 
to secure a lasting peace. It desires it 
only because it is the greatest danger 
to the future peace of Europe.” 

The war tredit was agreed to and the 
House adjourned

CHAPTER XIV. 

The lesson of the soldier as to caring 
for his wounded comrade in battle is 
ethe most severe that the soldier ever 

has to learn. 

The lesson is that every soldier counta 
—s0 long as he is a military unit firings 
a rifle or helping to fire a machine gun 
or a field riece. Therefore, a so'dier 
struck dor n is a soldier lost to the 
fight. And this soldier's companion, ii 
he turns from the fight tv help his 
friend, makes two soldiers stricken from 
the list of effectives. 

The sold‘er, therefore, who stanches 
a wound or stops to offer a drink frorn 
his canteen does the enemy as great a 
favor as if the enemy nad shot him, as 
well as his companion. 

The soldier's duty therefore in bat- 
tle is a grim one—as grim as the dutv 
of passenger ships that must procee:l 
in the submarine zone regardless of 
all calls for help from open boats. It 
is to keep fighting. 

To care for the wounded man 
Government 
other provisions, so that a fighting line 
may sweep on regardless of its losses as 
it goes. 

The first of these provisions is the first 
aid pack. This little pack is issued io 
every soldier.

the soldier's belt. The reason for this 

is that it is meant to be as handy to 

get at as the soldier’s ammunition. 
Must Care for Himeetlf, 

Once he is wounded, the soldier for a 
eshort time must count on taking care of 
himself. So if the wound is in a leg or 
an arm he may open his first-aid pack- 
nge and stop the flow of blood himse'f. 
Or another wounded man nearby may 
help him. 

Scon a member of the sanitary per- 
fonnel will be along to drag the wounda- 
ed man to shelter, to wrap his wound 
with an adequate field dressing, and 
prepare thie soldier for transportation 
to the hospital in the rear. 

But at the first moment of shock the 
soldier may be “on his own,’ as the 
trench fighters put it in France. And 
he may see his companions go sweep 
ing past him in the charge. It is not a 
moment to give up. Experience has 
shown that the soldier who lies quietly 
where he falls for eight, 10 or even 24 
hours, with the flow of blood stopped 
by his first aid bandage, recovers in 
hospital in a great majority of cases.

Each bandage is wrepped separately 
in a paraffin paper so that it must re- 
main in a sanitary condition until used. 

First Aid and Then Wait. 

After the soldier has obtained his 
bandages, which are ample in size to 
stop the flow from any usual wound. he 
turns his attention to a metal box in 
which he finds two safety pins, place! 
there to keep them sterilized and fre: 
from rust. He obtains them by pulling 
a ring which opens the box. 

It is the soldier's business to becore 
familiar with all forms of putting on 
bandages so that he can help himself 
when ‘“‘on his own" to the best advan- 
tage. 

The soldier should not try to wash his 
own wound. Experi ace has shown that 
it does not pay. He should not try to 
treat the wound in any way except to 
cut away enough clothing to expose it 


) properly for barflaging. 


The soldier should realize that it is 
better to allow any germs that may 
have ent.ced the wound to remain ther: 
until the + irgeons attend to it, rather 
than take the risk of introducing movie 
germs by an insanitary field washing. 

After the bandage is once in place 
and te flow of biood stopped the soldier 
must not imagine that because his com- 
rades apparently do not care for him no- 
body cares. 

Twenty-four enlisted men and four of- 
ficers of his regiment make up the sani- 
tary personne!, and their business is to 
bear him off the fieid. If he finds he 
can walk or crawl! to the rear, ther he 
should do that, as it makes it unneces- 
sary for others to expose themselves. 

Field Hospital Service. 

If he is so badly wounded that he 
cannot walk or crawl, the soldier's busi- 
ness is to lie quiet and as comfortabiy 
as*he can. The stretcher-bearers wil! 
be along to drag him, carry him over a 
mar.’s back, or carry him on a stretcher 
to safety. 

And it is provided that all of this 
work shall be done as speedily as pos- 
sible. The men of the sanitary force 
ure not ‘‘slackers’’ afraid to go under 
fire. 
as much as the men with rifles are. 

Their hospitals are mere tent flaps, 
pitched as close as possible to the ac- 
tual scene of conflict. 

They are not equipped very completely 
to care for the wounded. They are mere 
links in the chain of medical service 
by which the wounded man is passed 
back to a base hospital, given the best

of care, and then passed on back to the 
iring line or out of the army by the 
process of the “disability discharge.” 

No kitchens are provided for in the 
feld hospitals. The only effort there is 
to prepare the wounded man for the 
ambulance ride to the permanent hos- 
pital farther back. The soldier may lie 
on the ground in the field hospital. Cots 
are too bothersome to move at the speed 
it is planned to keep this type of hos- 
pital moving, if the battle formation 
requires it. Beef tea is the limit of the 
menu and a drink of that may cure the 
wcunded man’s thiret as he is- started 
for the rear. 

The soldier does not have to 
about things in his old command after 
he has dropped from a wound. He is 
at once gfubtracted from the list 
“rifles’’ for action, and after that 

tame drops from the active roll. He 
transferred to the medical division, and 
his sole responsibility from then on un- 
til he formally rejoins his command is 
to the surgeons and the chief surgeon 
in charg of réstoring him to health and 
rhysical soundness. 

In the matter of caring for the sick 
and wounded medical science has made 
Gigantic strides in the last few years. 
therefore. neither the soldier nor his 
folksx at home should fear that a wound 
means death. The vast majority © sol- 
diers who survive a wound long enough 
to apply first aid recover in the hos- 
pitals.

WASHINGTON, July %.—Senator 
Henry Cabot Lodge of Massachuretts,

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HOW NOT TO MAKE WAR. 


The President properly interpreted the Senate 
amendment to the food-control bill creating a 
congressional joint committee on the conduct of 
the war as signifying a lack of confidence in him. 

He was right in condemning it as a blunder 
which might have disastrous effects on the con- 
duct of the war. , 

His reference to the vicious consequences of a 
similar blunder of Congress in the Civil War, 
which embarrassed and hampered President Lin- 
coln, supports his objection with an unanswer- 
able argument—the argument of experience and 
nistory. 

As the Post-Dispatch said when the amend- 
ment was adopted, it would substitute debate and 
delay for decision and action. In war power and 
responsibility cannot be divided without dis- 
aster. 

A striking lesson of the dangers. of divided 
power in war work is the Goethals-Denman 
row which has delayed the ship-building pro- 
gram. 

Congress can at any time obtain complete infor- 
mation concerning war conduct and expenditures. 
But to put a committee of 10 Congressmen on the | 
backs of the President and his aids to question 
everything that is to be done would hang a stone 
on the neck of the nation when all its strength 
should be concentrated for quick and decisive 
action. 

The Senate has aimed this blow at the Presi- 
dent, without any reason except its own. silly 
fears, prejudices and overweening sense of im- 
portance. It wants to meddle, with the Presi- 
dent’s conduct of the war without taking over 
his responsibilities. It is an abothinable and 
menacing act, which the sober second thought 
of the Senate should voluntarily correct without 
pressure from the House. 


TEAM WORK ESSENTIAL. 

President Wilson’s firm method of putting an 
end to the regrettable Shipping Board squabble 
will meet with géneral approval. In accepting the 
resignation of Gen. Goethals and asking Chair- 
man Denman to resign he did just what the situ- 
ation demanded. 

Both are big men, high in the confidence of the 
people. They could have been of inestimable serv- 
ice if they had been able to compose their differ- 
ences and work together harmoniously. No man, 
however, is indispensable and it would be foolish 
to suppose that they cannot be replaced by others 
equally competent. To discharge one and retain 
the other would have been to leave embers of 
partisanship smoldering among their adherents 
who remained. 

It is to be hoped that other places can be found 
where each of these valuable men can serve the 
country as both are able and willing to do. In 
the meantime, with the cause of friction removed, 
the Shipping Board is free to give its undivided 
attention to its enormous task of providing the 
vessels. America and her allies so urgently re- 
quire. Team work is essential to the execution of 
such a program. 
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CONFESSIONS OF A LOBBY. 

One of the maay circulars issued by the press 
agent of the prohibition lobby at Washington 
makes the frank statement that there is no hope 
for bone-dry legislation except as a rider upon the 
food-control bill. “All reformers admit,” it is 
stated, “that there is not even a fighting chance 
to carry war prohibition in connection with any 
other bill.” 

In other words, prohibition is not presented 
on its merits and does not expect to win on its 
merits. ; 

“With any other bill’ it would not be able to 
effect so many alliances. It could not assist the 
representatives of the big food combines in hold- 
ing up legislation; it could not get a strangle hold 
on men honestly interested in food conservation; 
it could not maintain the pretense that prohibition 
is necessarily a war measure, and it could not, 
in the face of the financial needs of the Govern- 
ment, menace the whole national system of taxa- 
tion and revenue. 

The confession of the prohibition lobby that its 
enterprise standing by itself does not have a ghost 
of a show is typical of most of the activities of 
that well-paid organization. Its costly campaign 
of intimidation against Congress has been fairly 
successful thus far. The admission that it must 
win or lose with crooked business ought to be 
enlightening to some members who are not hope- 
lessly weak-kneed. 
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MERCIER AND KERENSEY. 

The conflict in which so large a proportion of 
all world races is engaged must be entering on 
its last stage. Where are the great men which its 
tremendous ferment was expected to reveal? 

All conditions under the formula laid down for 
the disclosure of really commanding figures in 
the human family seem to have been supplied. 
Can we say that any men have appeared anywhere 
answering as closely to the description of the in- 
dispensable man as A. F. Kerensky and Cardinal 
Mercier? 

It may be that when we can see some things in 
the perspective we shall revise estimates. Men 
who, doing a heroic and useful work, have yet 
not seemed to rise above circumstances or go 
very far beyond the limit set by opportunity, may 
be aecorded a more brilliant rank than we now 
feel inclined to concede them. New figures more 
appealing than any we have yet seen may appear. 
But’ speaking in the present and accepting the 
definition that greatness has about it qualities 
that catch the imagination, that dazzle, that com- 
pel unquestioning acquiescence in,their claims to 
preeminence, who may be compared with the 
new name in Russia, with which we have just 
become familiar, or the name of older, more sor- 
rowful, associations in Belgium? 

The differences between the two personages and 
their careers show the disdain which greatness 
has for limitations, environment, fixed rules. The 


is a product of martyrdom. The second is a 
product of a nation in exaltation. 

Let us hope that from future events we suffer 
no disillusionment as to either. The world cannot 
have too many such examples of belief, of faith 
in the triumph of right, of capacity to endure, of 
inspiration, of willingness to sacrifice.

UNDER OLD GLORY. 

The young men of America who are fortunate 
enough to be elected to go forth and join the ar- 
mies of democracy in this world-struggle against 
the soul-blighting tyranny of the Prussian plotters 
against the peace of mankind may do so with no 
misgivings. If ever men fought for home and the 
right, they will do so.» They are engaged in a 
great and righteous task and a splendid adventure. 

It is no nightmare of over-imaginative states- 
men that Germany set out to enslave the world, 
including the United States. German leaders saitl 
so themselves, before the war began. In 1885, 
Frederick Nietzsche wrote: ‘The time for petty 
politics is past; the next century will bring the 
struggle for the dominion of the world.’ In 1912, 
Gen. Bernhardi wrote. ‘‘We have fought in the 
last great wars for our national union and our po- 
sition among the powers of Europe; we must now 
decide whether we wish to develop into and main- 
tain a WORLD EMPIRE.” 

At Manilla, in 1898, the German Admiral von 
Goetzen, said, speaking of America: ‘‘We intend 
to take a billion or so of your dollars from New 
York and other places. The Monroe doctrine will 
be taken charge of by us, as we will then have to 
PUT YOU IN YOUR PLACE, and we will take 
charge of South America, as far as we wish to.” 

Germany has already ‘“‘taken charge of” Austria- 
Hungary, Turkey, Belgium, the north of France, 
Serbia, Bulgaria, part of Rumania and as much of 
the rest of Europe as she could grab. But it is 
her manner of conquering and governing the coun- 
tries that dare oppose her which has fired the 
blood of liberty-loving Americans and given them 
a reason for going forth, with the other. defend- 
ers of democracy, to rid the world of such metkods 
and ideals. 

In Belgium, in addition to the ‘‘calculated bar- 
barities” of the first invasion, Von Bissing, the 
German Governor, told Frederick C. Walcott, a 
New York banker, that it was the deliberate inten- 
tion. of the German Government to starve the 
helpless Belgians. Von Bissing said: 

“We have worked it all out on paper. The 
people would all be starved in from 30 to 60 
days. Starvation is a compelling force: ‘It 
would be used to compel the Belgian men to go 
to Germany and replace the German work- 
men and permit the latter to go to the 
front.” 

It was used, in just that way. And today thou- 
sands of men'and women from Belgium and north- 
ern France are slaves in Germany. And, when 
Germany consented to the deportation and 
slaughter of more than a million Armenian women 
and children by her ally, Turkey,*she but acted 
on the advice of Klaus Wagner, in his book on 
War, published in 1906: ‘“‘Let us bravely organize 
great forced migrations of the inferior peoples.” 
“Bravely!”’ From what dictionary did this Prus- 
sian learm the significance of words? 

We go forth to rid the world of a spiritual 
and material plague that threatens every fireside. 
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Gen. von Stein, the former German War Minis- 
ter, complains that many of his countrymen are 
growing faint hearted. If they are already losing 
heart what will be the result of another winter of 
war and a 40 per cent wheat and potato crop? 
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CRIMINAL AUTO DRIVING. 

A Coroner’s verdict of criminal carelessness in 
the case of a little girl killed by a motor truck 
at Sarah street and Easton avenue is sufficient 
basis for a thorough investigation by the authori- 
ties. If the facts are as appear in earlier accounts 
there seems to be ample ground for a prosecu- 
tion in the criminal courts. 

As the facts stand, the child had left the curb 
to board a street car. Instead of halting behind 
the waiting car, the driver advanced. The girl 
became confused, stepped in front of his machine 
and was crushed. 

If this be true, the chauffeur’s excuse that his 
victim’s excitement caused the accident is no ex- 
cuse at all. The law required him to bring his 
truck to a full stop. Older and cooler folk than a 
12-year-old girl have become confused in such} 
circumstances. The law against passing cars tak- 
ing on-or discharging passengers was expressly 
framed for the protection of such as she. 

It is not a defense that this law is frequently 
disregarded by autoists nor is the responsibility 
avoided by the plea that the offending motor is 
under full “control.” Just that sort of contempt- 
uous disregard for traffic relations is responsible 
for so many accidents—the little girl’s death was 
the forty-fourth automobile fatality in St. Louis 
since Jan. 1. Punishment of reckless law break- 
ers in autos is imperative. 
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NOT A SANE CELEBRATION. 

Mayor Kiel and the other executive committee- 
men of the Nation’s Birthday Association are en- 
titled to sympathy. They are in a worse fix than 
a man who had to pay for a dead horse. They 
are expected toway for last year’s fireworks. A 
dead horse is good for soap. But what are last 
year’s fireworks good for? And yet Mayor Kiel 
et a] are asked to pay $3450 for them.

For the Menu 


ON’'T throw away left-over skim- 
D> med milk. It is a nutritious food 
and every drop of it should be 
used. One way to utilize such milk is 
to make milk-vegetable soups. 

To each two cupfuls of milk use one 
tablespoonful of flour, one tablespoon- 
ful of butter, two-thirds of a cupful of 
a thoroughly cooked vegetable, finely 
chopped, mashed or put through a 
sieve, and salt to taste. Thicken the 
milk with the flour as for milk gravy 
and add the other ingredients. 

Practically any vegetable except toma- 
toes may be used with the other ingre- 
dients as stated. If tomatoes are used 
a little soda should be added to them to 
prevent the milk from curdling. 

S foods and so economize on the 
quantity of meat consumed. Here 
is one way to spread the flavor: 

Make a stew from a cheap cut of meat 
sliced into small pieces, potatoes and 
such other vegetables as desired. Thick- 
en with a little flour diluted by cold 
water. Serve with dumplings made as 
follows: ee 

Mix and sift one cup of flour, two tea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder and one- 
quarter teaspoonful of salt. Work in 
with the fingers one teaspoonful of but- 
ter; add gradually one-third of a cup 
of milk or a little more if needed. Roll 
out one-half inch thick and cut with a 
biscuit cutter or in square pieces. The 
dumplings may be steamed, baked like 
biscuits or cooked with the stew. In the 
latter case remove enough liquid to per- 
mit the dough to be placed on the meat 
and vegetables.

Going forth with the vessel at night, 
the inventor would turn searchlights 
upon the water before his ship. This, he 
believes, would attract all of the fish in 
the vicinity and he could then catch 
them in the scoop. By pulling a lever 
the fish would be carried into the ship 
on an automatic conveyor. The opera- 
tion of another lever would send them 
into a cold storage room or the canning 
department. But here is a description of 
the whole scheme in his own words: 

“Three large searchlignts are used to 
light the water 10 miles ahead of the 
boat. As our speed with the scoop in 
position will be about 10 miles an hour, 
it will give the fish a full hour to get 
into line.

“As the ray of light is very wide at 
the farther end and becomes constantly 
narrower as the bout approaches and as 
the width of the light is reduced s0 
gradually as to permit all the fish in the 
vicinity to be drawn into the narrow 
Strip of water covered by the light di- 
rectly in front of the scoop, all the fish 
which have gathered will be thrown into 
confusion by the sudden disappearance 
of the light, and guided by the walls of 
the scoop to the speeding conveyor will 
be safely landed on deck.

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NY boy or girl can measure the 
A siae of the mooi ty carrying out a 

simple experiment, and using the 
fact found in any geography book—that 
the mean distance of the moon from 
the earth is 238,840 miles. | 

We do not need to know a great deal, 
nor to be very observant, to realize that 
the farther awav an object is from us, 
the smaller it seems. If.we stand, say 
100 feet from a wall, it appears to be 
a certain height, but, ff we zo 200 feet 
away, the apparent height dwindles to 
half, and at 400 feet this is « quarter, 
and so on. The apparent size of an 
object, therefore, varies in a regular 
proportion, according to the distance: 
and it is this knowledge, properly used, 
that enables ws to measure the size of 
the moon. 

Let us cut out a cardboard disk the 
size of a five-shilling piece, and stick 
this with a dab of gum or paste to the 
window pane when the moon is at the 
full. We then stand in such a position 
that the disk is between us and the 
moon, and we step back until the little 
round card exactly covers the outline of 
the moon, no more and no less. Now 
measure the distance from where we 
are standing to-the window, and it will 
be found that this is 1651-3 inches. Our 
geography book tells us that the moon 
is 288,840 miles from the earth, and at 
that distance it appears exactly the 
game size as the disk at 1651-8 inches 
from our 6ye. By reducing the dis- 
tance of the moon to inches, and divid- 
ing the result by 1651-3, we find that 
the moon tre 92,400,000 times bigger than 
the disk. To get the diameter of the 
moon, therefore, we measure the diam- 
eter of the disk, and multiply that by 
92,500,000. The result is 216% miles, 
which is within a mile of the actual 
diameter of the moon, as measured

In poison ivy is what makes it cause 
extensive inflammation. Alcohol or a 
solution of sugar of lead will remove 
this oj]; it is insoluble in water. In cages 
of poisoning, one of the most effective . 
methods is to cleanee the inflamed sur. 
face repeatedly with alcohol, or with @ 
saturated solution of sugar of lead in 
alcohol, using a fresh bit of lint or ab- 
sorbent cotton each time to prevent the 
spread of the irritant. Covering the ta- 
flamed parts with lint or absorbent cot- 
ton kept constantly moist with lime wa- 
ter or with a saturated solution of bi- 
carbonate of soda will afford relief.

E have met today in pursuance 

VW of a high purpose, a purpose 

which at this fateful moment 

is one and the same wherever, through- 

out the world, the language of free men 
is spoken and understood. 

It is the purpose of a common deter- 
mination to fight and to bear and to 
dare everything and never to cease nor 
rest until the accursed thing which has 
brought upon the world the unutterabie 
calamity, the devil's visitation of this 
appalling war, is destroyed ~beyond all 
possibility of resurrection. | 

That accursed thing is not a nation, 
but an evil spirit, a spirit which has 
made the Government possessed by it 
and executing its abhorent and bloody 
bidding an abomination in the sight of 
God and men. 

What we are now contending for by 
the side of our splendidly brave and 
sorely tried allies, efter infinite for- 
bearance, after delay which many of us 
found it hard to bear, are the things 
which are amongst the highest and most 
cherished that the civilized world has 
attained through the toil, sacrifices and 
suffering of its best in the course of 
many centuries. 

They are the things without which 
darkness would fall upon hope, and life 
would become intolerable. 

They are the things of humanity, lib- 
erty, justice and mercy, for which the 
best men amongst all the nations—in- 
cluding the German nation—have fought 
and bled these many generations past, 
which were the ideals of Luther, Goethe, 
Schiller, Kant, and a host of others who 
had made the name of Germany great 
and beloved until fanatical Prussian- 
ism run amuck came to make its deeds 
a by-word and a hissing. 

More Than Conflict of Peoples. 

This appalling conflict which has been 
drer.ching the world with blood is not 
a mere fight of one or more peoples 
against one or more other peoples. 

It goes far deeper. 

It sharply divides the soul and con- 
science of the world. 

lt transcends vastly the bounds of ra- 
cial allegiance. 

It is ethically fundamental. 

In determining one's attitude towards 
it, the time has gone by—if it ever was 
~—when race and blood and inherited af- 
filiations were permitted to count. 

A century and a half ago Americans 
of English birth rose to free this coun- 
try from the oppression of the rulers of 
England. Today Americans of German 
birth dre called upon to rise, together 
with their fellow-citizens of all races, to 
free not only this country, but the 
whole world from the oppression of the 
rulers of Germany, an oppression far 
less capable of being endured and of far 
graver portent. 

Speaking as one born of German par- 
ents, I do not hesitate to state it as my 
deep conviction that the greatest service 
which men of German birth or antece- 
dents can render to the country of their 
origin is to proclaim. and to stand up 
for those gre#t and fine ideals and na- 
tional qualities and traditions which 
they in.erited from their ancestors, and 
to set t.eir faces like flint against the 
monstrour doctrines and acts of a ruler- 
ship which ha e robbed them of the 
Germany which they loved and in which 
they took just pr de, the Germany which 
had the good will, respect and admira- 
tion of the entire world. 

._ I do not hesitate to state it as my sol- 
emn conviction that the more unmis- 
takably and whole-heartedly Americans 
of German origin throw themse'vs. intyu 
the struggle which this co'ntry has 
entered in order to rescue Geimany, no 
less than America and the rest of the 
world freom those sinister forces that 
ere, in President Wilson's language, the 
enemy of all manxind, the better they 
protect and serve the repute of the old 
German name and the true advantage 
of the German people. 

Speaks With Measured Words. 

Gentiemen, I measure my words. They 
are borne out all too emphatically by 
the hideous eloquence of deeds which 
have appelied the conscience of the civ- 
ilized world. They are borne out by 
expressions, written and 
spoken, of German professors employed 
by tne State to teach its youth. 

The burden of that teaching is that 
mght makes right. and that the Cer- 


man nation has been chosen to exercise 


@rerally. mentally and actually. the over- 
lordship of the world and must and will 
accomplish that task and that destiny 
whatever the cost in bloodshed, misery 
and ruin. 

The spirit of that teaching, in its in- 
tolerance, its mixture of eanctimonious.-
